In a telephone interview, Bos- 
chétti said the DPH inspected 
Pontoosue Lake last fall and de- 
termined that Ssilvéx will be the 
herbicide used there.

Aquatic biologists began 
chemical treatment of weeds in 
Stockbridge Bowl this morning 

ead will start treatment at Pon- 
toosuc Lake in Pittsfield Mon- 
day. 

The treatments, according to 
Mario M. Boschetti of the state 
Department of Public Health, 
are designed to attack charra 
and pond weed in the Bowl and 
milfoil in Pontoosuc Lake. Dif- 
ferent chemicals will be used 
for each species. 

Richard D. Killfoile, chairman 
of the Stockbridge Park and Re- 
creation Commission, said the 
Bowl ‘will be closed to use today 
and tomorrow but wlil be open 
Saturday. He was not informed 
of the start of treatment until 
yesterday afternoon. 


Pontoosuc To Close 


Pontoosuc Lake will be closed 
Monday and reopened for use 
July 4. 

Boschetti said he would like to 
have given longer notice, but he 
authorized treatment to begin as 
soon las the bids were in to take 
advantage of water temperature 
that will probably be lower now 
than two or three weeks from 
now. 

The ‘Allied Biological Control 
Corp. of Wellesley was the suc- 
cessful and only — bidder on 
both projects. Allied has treated 
Stockbridge Bowl in past years. 
Bids were opened yesterday in 
Boston. 

The cost of the Stockbridge 
project will be $9,310, with $2,- 
500 contributed by Stockbridge 
and the remainder by the DPH. 
The Pontoosuc project will cost 
$21,980, with $5,500 coming from 
the Berkshire ‘County Commis- 
sion, which owns the Pontoosuc 
water rights, and the remain- 
der, $16,480, coming from the 
DPH. 

The legislature has not yet ap- 
propriated money for the state 
share of weed control and will 
probably lump the cost of sever- 
al. projects together in special 
appropriation, Boschetti said. 
Last year, $100,000 was author- 
ized for 18 weed control projects 
in commonwealth ponds. 

Boschetti said Malachite, a

Silvex Takes Longer 


Pontoosue Lake will be closed 
fo use for five days, June 29 
through July 3, because of long- 
er time required to apply silvex. 
Tt has to be done in stages, Bos- 
chetti said, to prevent fish kill. 
He acknowledged there has 
been occasional fish kill result- 
ing from use of silvex, but it 
has been determined that high 
water temperature has been 
largely to blame. 

“That’s why we take the tem- 
perature of all water now before 
treatment,” he said. He added 
that 505-acre Pontoosuec Lake 
“is deep enough generally so 
that water temperature will be 
low enough to prevent a kill.” 
He said silvex is largely ab- 
sorbed by the weeds but traces 
of it may linger up to 30 days. 

The rapid growth of milfoil, a 
species of weed that biologists 
say is native to Asia, has occa- 
sioned concern among 
residents of Pontoosuc for three

Planning Commission Acts 
On Onota Lake Easements 


The Berkshire County Region- 
‘al Planning Commission 
| (BCRPC) last night took steps 

| to:insure that two easements to 
adjacent properties on Onota 
Lake will be granted to the city 
as previously promised, 

The commission approved the 
Berkshire Mental Health Cen- 
ter’s (BMHC) application for 
federal funds for the proposed 
mental health facility, but incor- 
porated into its approval a let. 
ter from. the BMHC. agreeing to 
jgive the city a 100-foot wide 
strip of land ‘along the lake 
shore. 

The application will return to 
the commission for a second re- 
view, and members indicated 
their hopes that the easement 
will bé granted by that time. 

The other easement has been 

offered by the trustees of Hill- 
crest Hospital and will be auto- 
matically effected once the 
BMHC’s promised easement has 
been granted. The Hillcrest

BOSTON — Modifications of the 
controversial interscholastic 
‘sports Rule 18 have been. an- 
nounced by the Massachusetts 
‘Secondary School Principals’

Pittsfield Public Works Com- 
missioner Gerald S. Doyle today 
said the garbage collection 
slowdown is ‘‘unlawful’” and in- 
dicated he plans disciplinary ac- 
tion against the men involved. 

Doyle also indicated the one- 
week slowdown may be over. 
“1’m not sure,’’ he added. 

As a result of the slowdown 
attributed to two of the city’s 
five-man garbage crews, pick- 
ups are behind by about three 
days in some sections and 1% 
days in others ,the commission- 
er said. The other three crews 
are not behind schedule he said. 

It was his first day back on 
the job since a minor operation 
that came during the week the 
slowdown started. 


Slowdown Denied 


Howard K. Reardon, president 
of the municipal ‘blue-collar 
union representing sanitation 
workers, maintains there is no 
deliberate slowdown by these 
two crews. They have been held 
back by illness and unusually 
amount of garbage put out for 
them. 

But Mayor Butler and Doyle 

say it was a deliberate slow- 
down to protest revocation by 
Doyle of a 5-month-old sick- 
leave policy and force a return 
to the old policy. 
' Doyle today showed reporters 
a clause in the contract between 
the city and Reardon’s Local 
861 of the American Federation 
of State, County and Municipal 
Employes, AFL-CIO. 

“Tt shall be unlawful for any 
employes or union to engage in- 
duce or encourage any strike, 
work stoppage or slowdown or 
withholding of services by any 
such employe,” the contract 
states. 


’ Action Uncertain 


Doyle said this applies to the 
current Situation. The 10 men 
involved, he said, have been

Doyle did not say what type 
of disciplinary action was under 
consideration but left little 
doubt that he intends to invoke 
some form: of punishment.

Doyle said- that the crew 
which had been. only 14% days 
behind is now working to catch 
up. He said he hadn’t had an 
2 opportunity this morning to in- 
spect the route the’ other crew 
was handling. 

The .commissioner said he 
could not identify specifie sec- 
tions of the city where the delay 
in collection was involved be- 
cause the crews’ routes cover 
parts of many districts- during 
the course of a week. 

The commissioner said that 
he had revoked the sick-leave 
policy put in effect in November 
beeause its provisions had been 
‘‘abused.”’ 

Doyle pointed -out that the 
sick-leave policy in 
was a return to the policy in ef- 
fect until last November. 


Union Asked Change 


It had been changed then at 
the union’s request, he said. 


Under that old policy which | 


has been reinstated a sanitation 
man has to produce a doctor’s 
slip in order to get paid for 


days off the job — even if only | 


one day was missed. 
The revision — which put san- 


itation on the same level with | 
other Public Works divisions — | 
required a slip only after three | 


days’ absence. 
With the new policy in effect, 


Doyle said, the sanitation men | 
had. taken 255 ‘hours in sick- | 


leave during three months.

Our Soaring 


Yesterday’s report on the king- 
Sized pay increases that the Butler 
administration is offering to six mu- 
nicipal employe organizations, includ- 
ing the fire and police associations, 
is another dramatic example of the 
speed with which public wages have 
been catching up with private in re- 
cent years. 

Under the proposed two-year con- 
tract, some 600 employes outside 
of the School Department will re- 
ceive raises totaling 14 to 16 per cent 
over the next seven months — a 
rather hefty increase even by today’s 
inflationary standards. Fire Depart- 
ment privates and police patrolmen 
with only 314 years’ service will move 
up to an annual salary of $9,152 as 
of next January, in contrast to the 
$6,412 they were receiving as recently 
as three years ago. 

Actually - this catching-"p process 
has been moving at a fast pace for 
the better part of the past decade. In 
1966, when Ivan Lord stepped down 
as chairman of the City Salary Com- 
mittee, he reported that the average 
city salary in Pittsfield had risen ap- 
proximately 20 per cent during his 
three year term, in contrast to an 
increase of only 6 per cent in direct 
wages for GE employes during the 
same period. 

The inereases since then have been 
even bigger. If the contracts now pro- 
posed by the Butler administration 
go through, the raises since 1966 — 
that is, on top of the 20 per cent cited 
by Mr. Lord — will average some- 
thing over 35 per cent by the start 
of 1971, As examples, the 1966-71 in- 
creases will come to 36 per cent for 
laborers, 37 per cent for senior clerks,

firefighters. 

In some instances, it seems to us, 
the city pay scales are out of whack. 
We still feel, for example, that it is 
manifestly unfair to maintain pre- 
cisely the same rank-for-rank pay 
levels for both firemen and police- 
men notwithstanding the consider- 
ably ‘higher qualifications that are, or 
ought to be, demanded of the latter. 
Fhe policeman has a tougher job by 
far; he works more difficult hours; 
he is required to assume much more 
individual authority; and he is given 
a gun with the right to use it. This 
should command both higher respon- 
sibility and ‘higher pay, and the fact 
that qualified applicants are much 
harder to find for police work than 
for firefighting is the proof of the 
pudding. 

But over-all, it is hard to argue with 
the trend that has pushed the munici- 
pal payroll up so fast. As of a decade 
ago, public employes had a lot of 
catching up to do. The favorable 
aspects of public employment. that 
once served to justify a lower wage 
scale — principally, the security and 
the generous pensions — have lost 
most of their importance in an era 
of .full employment and Social 
Security. 

By now, however, it seems reason- 
able to say that this need for catch- 
ing up has been pretty well taken 
care of, at least in the case of public 
employes in Pittsfield. With the new 
contract now in the works, non- 
schoo] as well as school employes 
would appear to have arrived at a 
point where future general adjust- 
ments should parallel rather than 
exceed the pay raises in the private 
sector.

‘Missionary Approach Wrong, 
Divinity Student Maintains "Se? 18 1970 


By RICHARD K. WEIL 


The decision of the Epworth 
trustees to evict the Christian 
Center board of directors and 
repossess their building at 193 
Robbins Ave. evolved over an 
eight-month period, says a 22- 
year-old divinity student who 
worked in the center this sum- 
mer, 

Bruce E. Elsensohn of 95 
Stoddard Ave. told The Eagle in 
an interview: “From: all I’ve 
been able to gather, the Ep- 
worth trustees have largely, in 
the past, been more or less  si- 
lent. partners in the ea 
Center. A 

“But last winter’s sit-in by the 
Pittsfield Afro-American Society 
brought the trustees into the 
open,” 

It was the proposed merger 
with Organization for Communi- 
ty Action (OCA), an antipoverty 
neighborhood group, ‘‘that pre- 
cipitated the decision to take 
the building back,’ Elsensohn 
said. 

“They had a document read 
into the Christian Center rec- 
ords saying they never had 
been oppesed to the merger,” 
Elsensohn said, “‘but they are 
deathly opposed. This is part of 
the paradox of trying to deal 
with them. 

“In mid-July, Peggy Gates, 
who teaches an OCA class on 
Dewey Avenue, called and re- 
quested use ef the building for 
her class of 12 people. I checked 
with Bob Jensen (Christian Cen- 
ter president) and Carroll Tur- 
ner (a board member) and they 
both said ‘sure.’ 

“I was then informed in Au- 
gust that the trustees had 
passed a resolution that no pro- 
gram or any part of a program 
could be brought into the build- 
ing without the express per- 
mission of the trustees. Further- 
more, the trustees said they 
would refuse to allow this OCA 
sewing class to come into the 
building.”’ 

On Sept. 10, a Thursday, EI- 
sensohn said, the Christian Cen- 
ter board defied this stand by 
voting unanimously to allow the 
sewing class to meet in the cen- 
ter the following Monday night. 
But the class mever got there. 
The Epworth Trustees took 
their building back on Sunday 
and changed the locks on the 
doors on Monday. 

At some point during the sum- 
mer, Elsensohn said, the Ep- 
worth trustees. notified the 
‘Christian Center that they

intended to terminate the for- 
mal agreement in 1957. allowing 
the center. board to run pro- 
grams in, the building. “‘They 
said ‘you’ve received your 
notice,’ ’’ Elsensohn reported. 
“If you: want to negotiate, we 
won’t put it into effect right 
away. But we refuse to retract 
this statement.’ ” 

A Christian Center negotiating 
committee under Wyman Goss 
tried to work with the Epworth 
trustees, Elsensohn said. 

“One of the things that came 
up at the first meeting (Sept. 1),” 
he said, ‘“‘was that Mrs. Clark 
had graciously offered to come 
back as Christian Center direc- 
tor and the Epworth trustees 
wanted the center to hire her.” 
The reference is to Mrs. Doro- 
thy D. Clark, who had retired 
as center director last June. She 


is now ‘“‘interim volunteer direc- 


tor for Epworth programs.” 
“The trustees had been press- 

ing for Mrs. ‘Clark to be re- 

hired,’ Elsensohn said, ‘“‘be- 


cause, I believe, she has always— 


kept them well informed as to 
what’s been going on in the 
board meetings.” 

Prior to the Sept. 10’ board 
meeting, Ralph Cianflone Jr., 
chairman of the. Christian Cen- 
ter’s nominating committee, 
agreed to. put Mrs. Clark’s 
name in nomination as “interim 
director,” Elsensohn said. “But 
at the meeting he forgot and 
when ‘one of the Epworth trus- 
tees reminded him, she brought 


up her name in-a_ negative 


way.’”

Elsensohn, ‘a second-year stu- 
dent at Colgate-Rochester Divini- 
ty School in Rochester, finished 
work at the Christian Center a 
week ago and is now back in 
school,

agreement which stipulated that 
either party breaking the oper- 
ating arrangement was required 
to give the other side ai year’s 
notice, 

“T feel we should have re- 
sisted, I honestly do,” Blsen- 
sohn’ -said. “But the board 
doesn’t want to do anything ille- 
gal to further bad feeling.” 

“Letting the Afro-American 
Society stay in there,” he said 
“was a simple decision for the 
trustees. They had no other 
choice. They know it’s a bundle 
oj dynamite.’’ 

Elsensohn said he submitted a 
written report to his board say- 
ing the staff of the center 
should be beefed up with a sec- 
retary and a community worker 
so. that the center could go out 
into. the neighborhood. ‘‘You 
don’t just open up the doors and 
have people come to you,’’ he 
said. “If you’re. a missionary, 
you go out and get them.” 

When a majority of Epworth. 
trustees talk about a mission, 
Elsensohn said, “I assume they 
mean white patérnalism—that 
is: People on the West Side are 
not intelligent enough to handle 
their own destiny, so we have tc 
do it for them.”

“My grandmother and I were great pals,”’ she 
says, ‘‘and she’s one of the big reasons I went 
into this work.” 

She first went into “this work” back in 1958, 


after having spent a year as a playground - 


supervisor with the Park Dept. When a sugges- 
tion was made by someone in the department 
that more attention should be paid to the elderly, 
Mrs. Parker suddenly found herself running ‘the 
new program. She served'as the department’s 
recreational supervisor for the elderly up to her 
new pppomienent:. 
s s s 

“We started out with the Golden igs Club, 
meeting once a week,”’ she recalls. ‘We’ve come 
a long way since then, with a program now 
developed to six days a week and some evenings. 

One of Mrs; Parker’s responsibilities is running 
the Senior Center, and a lot of programs have 
developed through her efforts. There .are the 
Friendly Visitors, volunteers who call’-on shut- 
ins; the “‘telecare” program, a daily reassurance 
telephone call to those who live alone, ‘‘just 
to show them someone cares’; hot meals, pre- 
pared in the schools, when schools are open and 
in the hospital, during the summer months when 
schools are closed; and adult education. 

Stearting a successful adult education program 
takes concentration, Mrs. Parker points out, ‘‘so 
I concentrated hard.” Her efforts brought all 
kinds of cooperation from ‘the community, she 
Says, “‘and the program is going great.’’ There 
are Italian, Spanish and French. courses, music 
appreciation, art, crafts, theatre, finance, - nu- 
trition ‘and many, othess.

Mrs. Parker says there’s a need for a 
health program and clinic for oldsters; she’d 
also like to see the Center’s employment bureau 
updated and upgraded. She’s also thinking about 
starting ‘‘a sort of tour service” for summer 
visitors, with the elderly as tour guides.

| weeds which are choking not 
only Pontoosuc Lake but other

Emotional Issue 


Weed control has become, for 
the Berkshires at least, one of 
the more emotional environmen- 
tal issues. 

The forum was sponsored by 
the Berkshire Natural Re- 
sources Council, whose execu- 
tive director, George S. Wis- 
locki, said at the end of the eve- 
ning that a consensus appeared 
out of the question.

At Pontoosuc 


The end of fishing in Pontoos- 
uc Lake is inevitable, state Rep. 
Thomas C. Wojtkowski, D-Pitts- 


field, said today. 


“I certainly don’t want it to 
come. to that, but I’m afraid 
eventually the lake ‘will have to 
be used for recreation like boat- 
ing and swimming, and the fish- 
ermen will have to go some- 
where else.” 

Wojtkowski commented today 
as a consequence of last night’s 
forum on chemical and other 
kinds of weed control at 
Pontoosue and other Berkshire 
County lakes. 

“It's the hottest environmen- 
tal issue Tye encountered,” 


tour too varied to make such a 
project feasible, he said.

Social Problem 


In calling weed control a so- 
cial problem, Carlozzi said the 
public has to decide whether it 
wants Pontoosuc or any other 
lake to be used for one purpose, 
like boating, or for several rec- 
reational purposes at the same 
time. 

He and Bridges agreed, howev- 
er, that “‘once you engage in an 
artificial control program, 
you’re in it year after year 
after year.” 

“You’re paying the accumulat- 
ed debt that you Have asked 
Pontoosuc and other lakes to 
absorb over the years,’ Carlozzi 
said, referring to sewage and 
other pollutants that have 
washed into lakes and ponds 
from houses, pastures and crop- 
land. 

Organic pollutants contain nu- 
trients that spark weed growth, 
adding to a natural process 
called eutrophication, or grad- 
ual enrichment of lake waters. 
A major source of nutrients — 
detergent cleaners, which con- 
tain phosphates and nitrates — 
was not mentioned. 

Doubleday said investigations 
last fall at the Lanesboro end of 
Pontoosuc revealed only two 
“active” sources of sewage and 
these have been corrected by 
Lanesboro Health Inspector 
Walter S. Dojka. 

Doubleday added that sewage 
isn’t the major fertilizer. Up- 
stream cow pastures and storm 
runoff, which he described as 
having more nutrient impact 
than sewage, are contributors, 
he said. 

Boschetti supported use of 
chemicals, like silvex, copper

Wojtkowski said. He said he and 
Rep. William I. Kitterman, D- 
Pittsfield, have received ‘‘more 
mail on this than anything 
else.”” Wojtkowski said the has 
received 300 letters himself.’

sulphate and sodium arsenite, 
when properly applied. He said 
their concentrations are too low 
to endanger public health and 
DPH policy is to control appli- 
cations carefully. 

Bridges disagreed on use of 
sodium arsenite and some of the 
esters, like 2,4 D. He cited stud- 
ies in Alabama, Wisconsin, and 
Eastern Massachusetts as show- 
ing these compounds have bad 
effects on fishlife and that 
some, like sodium arsenite, lin- 
ger for years in pond mud. 

According to Boschetti, the 
big problem at Pontoosuc Lake 
is Eurasian milfoil, an aquatic 
weed indigenous to Europe, but 
considered ‘‘exotic’’? here. No 
svecessful biological controls 
have been determined, Boschetti 
said. 

Silvex, most effective against 
milfoil, will be used next sum- 
mer under a $22,000 program 
sought. by the Berkshire County 
Commission under pending spe- 
cial legislation. The commission 
proposes to, put up $5,500 and 
have the state put up the rest. 

Boschetti said he couldn’t say 
where the milfoil came from, 
but suggested that seeds could 
have been carried by boat trail- 
ers from other lakes, by birds 
that feed on it and iby flooding. 

Alfred Boryta of Narragansett 
Avenue, Lanesboro, said he has 
lived at Pontoosuc since the 
1940s and has found the milfoil 
has flourished in only the last 
three years. ‘““You can practical- 
ly walk on the weeds.”

OR FOUL

| ART LONGSJO, a big name 
‘in Pittsfield back in the 1950s 
“when he was jone of the best 
“speed skaters in the nation, has 
“been honored posthumously by 
‘being elected to the Amateur 

_ (Skating Union’s Hall of Fame. 
Art, who was killed in 1958 at 
_ the iage of 26, in an automobile 
‘accident while he was returning 
‘from a Carfadian bicycle race, 
‘lived in Pittsfield only ia few 
‘years, but made a fine reputa- 
‘tion for his ‘competitive skating 
and bicycling. In fact, up to the 
‘ time of his death, he was the 
‘only American ever to represent 
‘his country on both the summer 
‘and winter Olympic teams.. He 
‘was a speed skater in the cold 
/ months and a bicyclist. in the 
hot ones. 

The election of Longsjo to the 
| shrine occurred at the recent 
| convention of the ASU in Buf- 
| falo, ‘His widow, Mrs, Terry 
| Longsjo, who lives in Fitchburg, 
| his native city, was notified by 
| Dr. Milan Novak, chairman of 
| the selection committee. 

Longsjo came to Pittsfield in 
. the early 1950s along with Alex 
| Goguen, another speed-skating 
| star. As we recall it, their com- 
| ing to this city from’ Fitchburg 
| happened at the behest of Jack- 
‘gon Perry, the controversial su- 
 perintendent of parks and rec- 
| .reation who preceded Vinny 
| Hebert. Pittsfield at the time 
| was showing tremendous enthu- 

| siasm for ice skating, and Perry 
| wanted these men as represent- 
| atives of hhis city, so he gave 
them city jobs, Goguen, as a 
matter of fact, liked it so well 
here, he stayed. He » resides 
| today at 71 McArthur St.
